COMMITTEE ON WORKS OF ART AND THE ART SCHOOL 


April 20, 1964 


The meeting of the Committee on Works of Art and the Art School 
was held at the Gallery at 10:30 o’clock. The meeting was called to order 
by Mr. Finley, the other members present being Messrs. Hamilton, Glover, 
Wilson and Gray. The Secretary, Assistant Secretary and Curator were also 
present.

Your Committee declined the offer of the unrestricted gift of the 
sculpture, Garden Princess by John Cavanaugh, offered by The Ford Foundation, 
which was not recommended by the Staff. 

The Secretary reported that he had declined the offer of the gift 
of a painting, Collage by Morris Louis, made by the Heller Foundation. He 
stated that he had declined the gift because the work was of poor quality, 
and was in a poor physical condition which could not be rectified by restor¬ 
ation. He took this action as a Staff decision in order to protect the 
Trustees from possible unjustified criticism which might have been directed 
against them as being ultra-conservative. Mr. Finley volunteered to call 
on Mr. Lawrence J. Heller to express the appreciation of the Trustees of 
Mr. Heller’s proffered generosity, and to see if Mr. Heller might be per¬ 
suaded to offer something to the Gallery from his fine collection which 
would be of value to the Corcoran. 


Your Committee approved the exchange of the painting Thicket by 
Gabor Peterdi in the Gallery’s collection for the painting Summer Storm , 
by the same artist, on the recommendation of the Staff and with the prior 
approval of both the artist and the artist’s agent. 













II 


Your Committee gave contingent approval on the possible release 
of the painting by Thomas Cole, The Return from the Tournament , 58.13, 
provided that a painting of similar quality and value more useful to the 
Corcoran might be offered by Mr. J. William Middendorf, II. in exchange. 

The Secretary reported that under the Revenue Act of 1964 gifts 
with a life estate accruing to the donor would no longer be valid after 
June, and that the Corcoran Gallery under the same Act was put in the 30 
percent bracket for charitable donations in place of the 20 percent which 
has applied in the past. 

The Secretary reported that he had signed a contract for the 
restoration of the De De Ban harpsichord with Mr. Jay Scott Odell at a 
cost of $1,400. He stated that after restoration the harpsichord would 
have to be kept in the Restoration Laboratory which would have to be pro¬ 
vided with temperature and humidity control in order to prevent the rapid 
deterioration of the harpsichord after restoration. 

Your Committee recommends the loan of The Oyster Gatherers , by 
John Singer Sargent, to the other museums participating in the exhibition 
The Private World of John Singer Sargent . 

Your Committee recommends the loan of the tapestry Psyche in the 
W. A. Clark Collection to the Musee Du Louvre provided, however, that The 
Textile Museum of Washington, D. C. advises the Gallery that the tapestry 
can be safely prepared for shipment. 

The Secretary reported that the final financial report of the 
Sixteenth Area Exhibition showed a surplus, after expenses, of $102.65; 
that the preliminary financial report on the Gabor Peterdi exhibition 
shows that it has cost about $2,000 less than the $5,000 appropriated and 
that this amount will be subsequently reduced when the rental fees from 
the other participating museums have been received. The Secretary also 
reported that the exhibition The Private World of John Singer Sargent had 
been budgeted to cost $15,000, and that he anticipated that the cost might 
exceed this amount, but no figures could be presented at this early date. 

The President reported on the status of the Halpert Collection 
which is still in the hands of the firm of Lee, Toomey and Kent, acting on 
Mrs. Halpert*s behalf, and that the attempt to get a favorable ruling from 
the Internal Revenue Service is proceeding with the expectation that a 
ruling may be forthcoming in the not too distant future. 

The President also reported on the status of the bequest of mu¬ 
sical instruments under the Will of the late Anna E. Clark. No progress 
has been made although the President talked with the members of The Paganini 
Quartet when he was in California. 

In the same connection the Director reported that he had been 
given some tentative encouragement from Mrs. Clark*s attorney, Mr. Stokes,

It is to be noted that John Ruddley, Dean and Instructor in Design, and 
Francis Luzzatto, Instructor in Painting, were not recommended by this

The matter of whether or not the present Dean of the Art School 
is to remain in charge of the Summer School was referred to the Board for 
determination. 

Lack of time did not permit the discussion of adding welding 
facilities for the Sculpture Department of the School, or the improvement 
of the teaching facilities in the Print Department of the School, or for 
discussion concerning a Corcoran Summer School Extension with the East 
Hampton Summer Studio. These matters will be considered at the next meeting 
of this Committee. 

The appointment of the following two teachers in the Summer School 
was approved: Malcolm Wright, Instructor in the Ceramic Department; Clifford 
Chieffo. Instructor in the Painting Department. 

The report of the Special Committee on The Ford Foundation Art 
School Scholarships was deferred for lack of time. 

The Secretary read in full the letter submitted by the President 
of The Associates of The Corcoran Gallery of Art requesting approval of the 
Associates approaching the Opera Society with the view towards holding a 
benefit ball for both the Opera Society and The Corcoran Gallery of Art. 

This matter was referred to the Board at its next meeting without recom« 
mendation. 


Your Committee approved the Staff recommendation that the Associates 
form a committee to sponsor a benefit opening of the exhibition ART:USA 
subject to the approval of the Board. 

Your Committee recommends to the Board that it adopt as a standard 
requirement that any affiliated organization connected with the Gallery, 
specifically The Womens’ Committee of The Corcoran Gallery of Art, The 
Associates of The Corcoran Gallery of Art, and The Friends of The Corcoran, 
be required to issue any invitation to any activity held in the Gallery in

COMMITTEE ON WORKS OF ART AND THE ART SCHOOL 


April 7, 1964 


A meeting of the Committee on Works of Art and the Art School 
was held at Mr. Hamilton’s office at 2:30 o’clock. The meeting 
was called to order by Mr. Finley, the other members present being 
Messrs. Hamilton, Wilson and Gray. The Director and Assistant Di¬ 
rector were also present. 

The meeting was called at the request of the President to 
discuss the request of the Dean of the Art School for an increase 
of $2,000 in his salary, and to discuss in general the progress of 
the Art School during the current academic year and the capacity 
of the Dean as administrator and leader of the faculty. 

After discussion the Committee was unanimous in stating that 
they would not recommend an increase in the Dean's salary for the 
ensuing academic year. 

The Director read to the Committee a report that he had sub¬ 
mitted to the President in January giving his estimation as of that 
time of the administration of the Art School. He also reported on 
more recent developments. The Assistant Director gave a brief re¬ 
port on his personal observations based on his experience as Acting 
Director and as official observer attending faculty meetings. The 
President and other members of the Committee joined in the discussion. 

It was decided that the Director would talk with the Dean and 
advise him of the Committee's decision on the financial aspect, and 
to express his decision not to recommend the Dean for reappointment. 

There being no further business, the meeting was adjourned at 
4:15 o'clock.

It was decided that a public admission charge of $1.00 be put in effect 
for the John Singer Sargent exhibition. Members will be admitted free, as 
well as school groups with a teacher in attendance, and the exhibition will 
be open to the public without charge on each Tuesday. The funds collected 
are to be applied to the Purchase of Works of Art Fund. 

Your Committee decided to transfer Will Barnett f s painting Dark Image II 
to the Gallery’s Rental Gallery where it will be available for sale at $400 
or may be rented. If the painting is sold the proceeds will be used to ac¬ 
quire another object to be labeled as a gift of Mr. Norman Rose. 

It was decided as an experiment that the invited section of the 29th 
Biennial exhibition show the work of fewer artists, each of whom would be 
represented by several works, rather than to follow the former pattern of 
having each of a larger number of painters represented by a single example. 

Your Committee authorized the Staff to list additional objects belong¬ 
ing to the Gallery which might, upon the approval of this Committee, be dis¬ 
posed of with the dual purpose of relieving the over-crowded conditions of 
the storage rooms and providing funds for the acquisition of works of art 
of greater importance to the Gallery. 

Consideration of increasing the amount of Gallery space available for 
the display of our permanent collection of American paintings was postponed. 

The Director touched on the nature of the competition which might be 
expected to arise with the establishment of the National Collection of Fine 
Arts in it’s new and expanded quarters in the old Patent Office. 

A new class in sculpture for the Summer School was authorized subject 
to the enrollment in this class being sufficient to defray the cost of the 
instructor’s salary. The following members of the Summer School faculty, 
as proposed by the Dean, were approved with the exception of Mr. Clifford 
Chieffo, whose appointment as instructor in sculpture was not authorized:

January 1 - March 31. 1964 


In January the Art School held its first Saturday Faculty show 


and was pleased to have Mr. and Mrs. Orme Wilson of the Trustees and Mrs. James 
0. Denby, Mrs. Robert Nelson, Mrs. Stanley Sarnoff and Mrs. Robert Carey of 
the Women's Committee as guests. 


The reception at which Committee Women were hostesses was a great 


morale booster for the teachers. The work on display was enthusiastically 
received by the 250 parents who attended the gallery. 

Betty Beale of the Star and Meryle Secrest of the Post represented 
the Washington Press. 


Work was finally started on the construction of the library and new 


office space and is progressing swiftly. The library will house approximately 
500 new art books financed by a gift from the Women's Committee. 

Enrollment in both the regular Monday through Friday classes and in 
the Children's Saturday classes has continued to increase. We have passed 
the 600 total for regular classes and have gone over the 500 mark for Saturday 
classes with appropriate increases in the total tuition. There is a great 
demand in the Saturday classes for instruction for adults. Space continues 
to be our problem. 


We have continued to receive excellent coverage in the newspapers.

Washington Post.

George Washington University, common problems were shared and discussed and our 
good relations reinforced. 


Our Administrative function with the help of Mrs. Mary Kovner and Anne 


Riddleberger is doing remarkably well and by the year's end we should have an 
excellent system of procedures for the School. 

Charles Forsythe, an evening instructor, is resigning to teach at 
a girl's college in Virginia. 

In Faculty meetings that have been under way for most of this quarter, 
two topics have been seriously discussed and considered: 

1. A structured curriculum for Corcoran students permitting a 
student to progress over a period of time to higher levels 
of instruction. 

2. Naming department heads for each area of instruction.

Gentlemen: 

The Committee on the Building and Grounds begs to submit the 
following report covering the period January 1 - March 31, 1964. 

During the month of January, members of the maintenance staff 
continued to pack and crate the works of art included in the 
Contemporary Painting in Belgium exhibition. During the same 
period, 8 heavy-duty sculpture stands were constructed to alle¬ 
viate the crowded conditions in the sculpture class rooms. 

During the final week of January, 2 men spent 3 days in New 
York and Connecticut picking up the paintings to be included in 
the Gabor Peterdi exhibition. 

As part of the continuing maintenance program at the Corcoran, 
gallery 43 was repainted during January. 

The complete renovation of the Art School office and construction 
of the School library took place during the month of February. The 
existing office enclosure was dismantled and a new office and library 
were constructed. In addition to the structural changes made in this 
area, a number of new electrical outlets were placed and the overall 
lighting was improved. The entire area was repainted to conclude the 


project.

The Gallery has a planned maintenance program for the traveling 
exhibitions which are circulated. The John Singer Sargent Drawings exhibi¬ 
tion was dismantled and all works were rematted and reframed with new back¬ 
ing boards attached to each work. The crates for this exhibition were also 
rebuilt. The American Figure Drawings exhibition was also refurbished as 
part of this program. All frames were repaired and new backing board was 
attached. 

19 new crates were contructed for the Peterdi exhibition before 
its circulation to the 4 other museums. 

In cooperation with the Women*s Committee, the Members' and 
Benefactors' Rooms are being redecorated. Both rooms have received fresh 
paint and furniture has been sent out to be reupholstered at the expense 
of the Women's Committee. 

In an effort to improve the appearance of the grounds, the 
Gallery purchased 2 loads of top soil, 40 pounds of grass seed and 500 
pounds of fertilizer. This work has been completed and we expect the 
exterior appearance to be greatly improved. 

Taking advantage of seasonal sales, the Gallery purchased a 
20" power snow remover at $125. 

The latter part of the month of March all efforts were directed 
to the installation of the exhibition, The Private World of John Singer 
Sargent . 32 new 4x8 masonite panels were constructed to be used around 

the upper atrium and a number of smaller panels were installed in gal¬ 
leries 58 - 68. In addition, 2 members of the maintenance staff traveled 
to New York and New Jersey to pick up works which will be included in this 


exhibition.

The Supervisor of Extension Services begs to submit the following 
report on activities and progress of this department covering the 
period from January I, 1964 through March 31, 1964 . 

MEMBERSHIP 


It was pointed out in an earlier report that although there has 
been a considerable increase in the number of members, the amount 
of individual contributions has decreased. 

The membership drive scheduled for January of this year was post¬ 
poned until April 15th because of a delay in printing. The response 
received thusfar has been most encouraging. 

It should also be mentioned that the I & C Membership drive has 
met with a certain amount of success. At the end of the first three 
months of 1963 there were 63 Memberships of this type, whereas at 
the corresponding time in 1964 there were 82, or an increase of 
approximately 25%. 

At the end of the first quarter of 1964 there were 3,513 members 
in the Association of The Corcoran Gallery with a total membership 
income of $11,974.00, as compared to 3030 members with an income 
of $11,605.00 during the first quarter of 1963. A detailed report 
is attached.

The decrease of $1,642.57 in gross income is caused by the fact 
that the sale of the 28th Biennial catalogues during the first 
two months of 1963 produced $1,927.75 more than the sale of 
catalogues of comparable nature.
